The  bad  citizenship  of  good 
men  is  responsible  for  many  of  the 
woes  of  our  generation.  Now  the 
election  ia  over,  and  the  American 
people  have  registered  their  con¬ 
viction  that  “it  is  time  for  a 
change."  The  change,  however, 
can  be  good  or  bad,  better  or 
worse,  depending  not  only  on  the 
man  elected  to  the  presidency,  but 
also  on  the  men  who  devote  them¬ 
selves  to  public  service. 

I  am  reminded  of  an  old  story 
out  of  the  Bible: 

For  forty  year*  there  had  been 
peace  in  Israel.  Then  came  time 
for  a  change,  not  because  the  peo¬ 
ple  wanted  it,  but  because  Gideon, 
their  godly  leader,  was  dead.  A 
period  of  confusion  and  lawlessness 
followed.  It  might  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  a*  “every  man  did  that 
whxh  was  right  in  hla  own  eyes." 

To  an  aggressive  group  of  men 
at  Schechem  It  aeemed  good  strat¬ 
egy  to  set  up  one  of  their  kinsmen, 
Abimelech,  as  leader.  To  make 
his  position  secure,  Abimelech  be¬ 
gan  by  murdering  sixty  nine  of  the 
seventy  sons  of  Gideon.  Soon  the

Officer  Gets  Two  Years 
In  Slaying  Of 
Korean  Clergyman 

SEOUL,  Korea  (RNS)  Second  LL 
James  D.  Goff  of  Dallas,  Tex., 
was  sentenced  to  two  year*  in  pris¬ 
on  by  an  army  court  martial  here 
in  the  fatal  beating  of  a  Korean 
clergyman. 

Lt.  Goff  had  been  charged  with 
unpremeditated  murder  of  the  Rev. 
Hwa  II  Pang,  a  Presbyterian,  last 
December. 

But  the  court  martial  reduced  the 
charge  to  aggravated  assault  It 
ordered  the  28-year -old  officer  dis¬ 
missed  from  the  army. 

The  verdict  drew  criticism  from 
clergymen  in  Korea. 

“This  will  be  a  big  blow  to 
Christianity  in  Asia,”  said  the 
Rev  E.  Otto  de  Camp,  senior 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  mis¬ 
sion  aeadquarter*  in  Korea. 

The  Rev.  Pil  Sun  Chun,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  National  Christian  Council  of 
Korea,  declared: 

“The  verdict  cannot  be  under- 
stood  by  the  Korean  people.  It  ia 
ebvit -us  now  the  life  of  a  Korean 
means  nothing  to  the  United  States 
Army.  A  life  ia  preciou*  to  Ameri¬ 
cans  only  if  it  is  an  American 


Baptists  in  Japnn  expect  to  begin 
operating  a  hospital  in  Kyoto 
within  a  year.  At  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  hospital  advisory  committee* 
of  the  Japan  Baptist  Convention 
and  the  Japan  Baptist  Mission, 
held  recently  in  Tokyo,  the  pur¬ 
chase  oc  hospital  property  in  Kyoto 
was  approved. 

Dr.  Jzmes  Satterwhite,  mission¬ 
ary  do.-tor  who  arrived  in  Japan 
for  this  work  last  summer,  was 
elected  superintendent  of  the  hos¬ 
pital,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Japan  Baptist  Convention.  M  i  * 
siocary  Coleman  Clarks,  who  now 
Uvea  in  Kyoto,  was  asked  to  serve 
as  business  adviser  for  the  hos¬ 
pital  ia  addition  to  the  evangelis¬ 
tic  work  be  ia  now  doing  in  the 
Kyoto  area. 

The  hospital  site,  located  90  min¬ 
utes  by  bus  from  the  Kyoto  rail¬ 
road  station,  ia  away  from  the 
noise  of  the  city  and  yot  quite 
accessible.  The  property,  purchas¬ 
ed  at  a  cost  of  $57,000,  include*  a 
35-room  bouse  which  can  b*  made 
serviceable  for  a  hospital  with  a 
minimum  of  change.  It  is  located 
on  an  already  developed  load 
area  which  will  provide  adequate 
space  tor  summer  conferences  and 
year-round  meetings  behind  and 
above  the  hospital. 

Dr.  Satterwhite,  his  wife  who  is 
a  trained  nurse,  and  Dr.  Audrey  V. 
Kootnot*  expect  to  move  to  Kyoto

In  beginning  this  /lew  year  what 
does  the  world  need  moat?  What 
do  you  need  most?  Some  need  a 
stronger  body,  some  need  an  ideal 
or  a  worthwhile  cause,  and  many 
need  salvation;  but,  these  alone 
are  not  enough.

To  read  Hebrews  eleven  will 
prove  this.  Faith  has  passed  over 
rivers  and  seas  dry-shod,  faith  has 
crupibled  the  walls  of  cities,  faith 
has  subdued  kingdoms,  and  stop¬ 
ped  the  mouths  of  lions.  It  has 
even  ended  wars.  It  is  not  imposs¬ 
ible  for  these  same  things  to  be 
done  now,  but  entirely  so.  How¬ 
ever,  to  overcome  the  impassable 
and  achieve  the  impossible  we 
must  meet  the  challenge  —  believe 
that  God  can  perform  them.

New  Attitude  Needed 

When  Jesus  said  to  the  man, 
“Take  up  thy  bed  and  go  into 
thie  own  house,”  the  man  put  him¬ 
self  in  “a  position  assumed  to 
serve  a  purpose.”  He  developed 
immediately  an  attitude  that  en¬ 
abled  him  both  to  walk  and  to 
carry  a  load  on  his  shoulders.  It 
was  no  “accident”  that  the  man 
was  healed.  When  Jesus  told  the 
rich  young  man  to  sell  what  he 
had  and  give  to  the  poor,  it  was 
no  accident  that  he  went  away  sor¬ 
rowing  and  refused  to  be  saved. 
It  was  an  attitude. 

A  young  man  severely  sliced  his 
hand  on  a  meat  slieer  last  Satur¬ 
day  night.  He  came  home  with  his 
hand  stitched  up  and  bandaged, 
holding  in  his  other  hand  a  pack¬ 
age  of  rest  medicine  his  doctor 
had  given  him  to  relieve  pain.  It 
was  no  accident  that  the  youth  did 
not  sleep  that  night,  for  he  refused 
♦o  take  any  of  the  medicine.  He 
said  4hat  he  just  did  not  believe  in 
taking  pain-killing  medicine.  His 
suffering  was  the  result  of  an  at¬ 
titude. 

Officials  of  the  law  and  students 
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of  the  horrible  death  toll  of  traf¬ 
fic  wrecks  have  concluded  that 
many  of  the  tragedies  are  the  pro¬ 
duct  of  attitude,  rather  than  of  ac¬ 
cident.  The  goon  that  fails  to 
make  the  curve  on  a  hundred- 
mile-per-hour  speed  does  not  kill 
or  maim  himself  and  others  by  ac¬ 
cident.  It  is  attitude.  The  jay¬ 
walker,  disgusted  with  a  sales  talk 
and  undesirable  merchandise, 
dashes  out  into  the  street  to  go 
where  he  can  shop  with  more  sat¬ 
isfaction.  He  collides  with  a  mov¬ 
ing  machine  not  by  accident,  but 
by  attitude.  He  had  rather  satisfy 
his  own  feeling  than  to  face  the 
realities  of  death  in  the  traffic 
line. 

One  can  develop  a  helpful  phil¬ 
osophy  by  concluding  that  most 
undesirable  things  are  not  the  re¬ 
sult  of  accident,  but  of  attitude  on 
the  part  of  someone.  Crime,  scan- 
dale,  reprobation,  broken  homes, 
godlessness,  war  are  all  products 
of  attitude.  None  of  them  are  pro¬ 
ducts  of  accident. 

When  God  said,  “Return  unto 
me  and  I  will  return  unto  you,”  he 
meant  a  change  of  attitude;  such 
a  change  of  attitude  changes  con¬ 
duct  and  relationships.  All  of  us 
have  attitudes,  and  they  direct  all 
of  our  activities. 

Some  attitudes  may  seem  to  be 
imposed  upon  us.  To  say  the  least, 
we  may  become  victims  of  treach¬ 
erous  attitudes.  Some  of  these  that 
blight  us  today  are  the  attitudes  of 
fear, -«n rest,  uncertainty;  of  dis-  - 
trust  of  government  officials,  of 
neighbors,  of  members  of  the  fam¬ 
ily;  of  selfishness;  and  of  defeat¬ 
ism.  When  one  comes  to  defeat¬ 
ism,  the  bubble  bursts  into, 
“What’s  the  use  of  hoping  for  bet¬ 
ter  things?” 

We  need  to  take  our  Lord’s  ad¬ 


vice  as  given  by  Paul  thirteen  times 
in  I’hilippians.  Take  the  joy-atti¬ 
tude,  centering  our  faith  in  God, 
assuming  our  security,  or  hope  in 
Christ,  and  propagating  tlie  love 
of  Christ,  as  God  works  within  us 
both  to  will  and  to  do.

Regardless  of  size  of  building  pro¬ 
gram  or  sixe  of  the  Church,  this 
service  is  a  “must”  if  our  buildings 
are  to  be  adequately  planned  to 
provide  for  a  distinctive  Baptist 
program  of  reaching  people  for 
Christ 

If  your  Church  is  contemplating 
any  type  of  building  program, 
write  to  the  Sunday  School  Board 
in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  asking  for 
help.  Perhaps  you  will  think  fool¬ 
ish  their  requests  for  all  types  of 
information  before  they  submit 
floor  plan  sketches,  but  there  is  a 
purpose  in  every  request  made. 

Any  reputable  architect  will  wel¬ 
come  this  advance  service,  and  the 
result  will  be  a  well-planned,  com¬ 
pletely  usable  building.  Here  are 
the  suggested  steps  to  follow: 

1.  Send  request  for  help  to  De¬ 
partment  of  Church  Architecture. 

2.  Supply  any  information  and 
answer  any  and  all  questions  they 


ask  of  you. 

3.  If  they  request  your  Building 
Committee  to  come  to  Nashville, 
do  your  best  to  go  —  this  will  pay 
big  dividends. 

4.  After  you  receive  acceptable 
floor  plans,  employ  an  architect 
to  draw  up  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions.  Be  sure  that  he  is  receptive 
to  receiving  suggestions,  If  lie  isn't, 
your  program  will  suffer. 

5.  If  you  desire,  his  plans  and 
specifications  will  be  reviewed  by 
the  Department  of  Church  Archi¬ 
tecture. 

Remember,  this  service  will  cost 
'you  nothing  and  it  will  not  reduce 
the  regular  architect’s  fees,  but  it 
will  guarantee  you  the  most  ade¬ 
quate  planning  to  meet  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  your  own  church.

la  this  lesson  we  have  the  case 
of  the  Pharisses  and  Sadducess  in 
alliance.  These  two  parties  hated 
eacn  other  with  a  deep-seated,  vio¬ 
let  hatred.  Their  enmity  grew  out 
of  their  religious  differences  The 
Sadducees  were  materialists  They 
believed  nothing  to  be  real  except 
material.
